fact that he stopped with his 
head a rising ball from Larwood, 
Batsmen before now have had 
the misfortune to experience this 
termination of their innings by 
physical force leading to. tem- 
porary but prolonged incapacity, 
It had been noted, however, that 
the exploitation of the” leg 
theory by England's fast bowlers 
—Larwood, Bowes and Allen— 
had been fortified by the use of 
short-pitched balls to the bodily 
danger of the batsmen, ‘The 
reports of the First Test Match 
contained references to the 
watehful Sydney crowd's dis- 
approval of the short-pitched 
fast ball on the leg side. ‘This is 
clear from the comments of Mr, 
CG, Macartney, the hero of 
former Australian — triumphs, 
‘who, as a correspondent points 
out to-day, definitely dissented 
from the view that the English 
bowlers were infringing the 
canons of the game. It is also 
noticeable that Reuter has not

Monte Vista Groves, Pasadena, 
California, where sho tesided with 
her brother, Rev, “John S. Niles. 
Dr, Niles was a graduate of Elmira 
College and the’ Women's Medical 
College of New York. where she 
secured her M. D.- degree. Later, 
the degree of LL.D. was conferred 
‘upon her by Elmira College. 

Dr. Niles is best known in China 
through her work for the blind. In 
the year 1889 she took under her 
‘care the first blind girl, which 
developed into the frst institution 
for these unfortunates in’ China, 
Tt was formally opened in 1801 as 
the Ming Sam School for the Blind 
in Canton City, 
her retirement in July, 
Niles carried the responsibility for 
that school which soon grew. to 
considerable proportions and includ

Dr, Niles worked in the Canton 
Hospital for 15 years, devoting her- 
self chiefly to. obstetrical work. 
She was connected likewise both 
by’ teaching and obstetrical work 
with the Hackett Medical Gologe 
and Hospital of Canton until the 

jear 1923 after which she devoted 

werself entively to the School for 
the Blind. 

Dr. Niles gave considerable time 
to the work ‘of translation and the 
revision of medical books. She 
translated the New ‘Testament into 
Braille for the blind. Phonetic prim- 
ers also were produced under” her 
direction. Beside these activities 
Dr, Niles held numerous offices 
such as Trustee of the Hospital for 
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‘he Tnuane, ete, in connection witt 
Miesion activities in Canton,”

The latter, 
in fact was not asked to sign nor| 
was the President of the United| 
States, although the Tsar]

Madison.

99,912 Bibles alone 
being sold, an increase of 3,319 over 
the figures for 061, "The total mam- 
‘ber of Bibles, New Testaments, Gos- 
pels, and other books of the ‘Bible 
Sold in this country, amounted to the 

‘figure of 4,206, 669, the highest 
umber of books circulated here by 
the Society in any one year on 


record. 

‘The sale of New Testament 
amounted to 49,140 books, an 
crease cf 9,281, but the Society an- 
ounces a decrease of 313,498 in 
the sale of single books of the Bibl, 
this despite the fact that, the total 
number of these books sold reached 
4116498. 

‘The reason for this decrease is 
‘accounted for by the tremendous 
dificulties the Society's colporteurs 
fexperienced in Manchuria, Shang- 
tung; and those parts cf the Yang 
jéze Valley which were devasted by
